and proſperity did diminiſh, I 
tooke a reſolution to put my Soxle

_ the Object of the hatred of fo 
many. I went to Nero, and reſto- * 
red unto. him , all what hee had 
iven me, With all the duty and 
reſpect that I could teſtifie. I had 
ſuch a paſlion to love and ſerve 
him, that the threats of his (to be 
redoubted)humor whereat ſome 
would terrifie me. ; never tooke 
away my, boldnetle to exhort

conſideration of the care and dili- 
gence whereof hee hath uſed,during 
my ſickneſſe. And from the very 
inſtant that I did ſetmy hand to 
thoſe Articles, the Earth, unto 
which I had bequeathed my Bo- 
dy, hungred after my Fleſh, and 
asked for it to devoure it; and 
every one of thoſe to whom Ihad 
given Legacies, and my Heires, 
tooke care whether I ſhould die 
orno., and if the ficknefle would 
be long.
